SPANISH ADMIRAL KILLED. 


Admiral Montejo of 
the Destroyed 


Spanish Fleet Bailed by Insurgents. 


London, May 10.—A special from Shang- 


hai says that it is reported there that 
Admiral Montejo, the commander of the 
Spanish fleet destroyed by Admiral 
Dewey at Manila and who escaped from 
Cavite by running along the shord with 
his two sons, was killed by the populace 
of Manila. It is added that the hospital' 
of San Roque, which was filled with 
Spanish soldiers, was set fire by the 
shells from the Boston. Several sisters of 
charity were killed while removing the 
wounded. 


Massacres are reported outside of Ma- 


nila. The insurgents are butchering even 
Spanish women and children. Admiral 
Dewey finds the insurgents growing very 
dangerous. He cannot control them or 
enable Spaniards to do so. 


more Kpanlth Treacbery. 


Hong Kong, May 10.—A fresh example 


of Spanish treachery seems to have come 
to light. It is said that a body of priests 
and sisters of charity of the Cavite hospi- 
tal in a procession and bearing crosses 
petitioned Admiral Dswey not to massa- 
cre the sick and wounded. They after- 
wards thanked the Americans for their 
humanity ami said they would repay 
them by informing them of the narrow 
channel which they said was not mined 
while the broad channel they said was 
fully mined. An investigation of the fleet 
proved exactly the contrary. The mines 
were blown up by the sailors.

Political Situation In Spain. 


London, May JO.—The Madrid corra- 


spondent of The Daily Mall says: "Mar- 
tial law has been proclaimed in Seville 
and Saragosca, and will gradually be 
extended throughout the country. The 
most significant fact of the present mo- 
ment is that the military party is be- 
ginning to use its undoubted strength, 
General 
Lochambre, having lately 


convened a meeting of the military mem- 
bers of th» cortes, at which It was re- 
solved to accentuate their solidarity OB 
all questions directly or indirectly con- 
nected with the army, such action to be 
wholly irrespective and Independent of 
politics. At a. future meeting they will 
invite the co-operation of naval mem- 
bers, considering that thera is a com- 
munity of Interests between th* two 
branches of the service. This new de- 
velopment foreshadows a serious fao- 
tor which any future ministry will be 
compelled to consider.

fleet, and on this point officials are quite 
as much in the dark as outsiders.

ARE AMERICAN DETECTIVES SHADOW- 


ING CUBAN JUNTA OFFICIALS! 


Mention of Detectives Naturally Bring* 


to Mind the Fluiertom — Bow tk« !'»- 
muuB Agency Wu Founded — The Orig- 
inal Pinkerton aa4 Bis Two Sons. 


NEW YOBK, MajlO.-[Speolal.]— Should 


It turn out to be true, as alleged by some 
of the newspapers, (bat American detect- 
ives have been shadowing the officials of 
;bo Cuban junta iLiioe the declaration of 
war between the United States and Spain, 
then the agency omploying the shadows 
will speedily roach* depth of unpopularity 
exceeding tho greatest past unpopulariy of 
any similar agenc;. 


It Is not an easy thing, indeed, to be- 


lieve that Americans could be found will- 
Ing to engage in each business ID present 
circumstances. AaU it is a relief to be as- 
sured, as the publlo was assured In a pub- 
lished interview with Robert A. Pinkerton 
the other 'day, thnt whatever shadowing 
of the junta's man is now being done 
Pinkerton men aio not in it. 11 r. Pinker- 
ton's admission tliat his detectives were 
employed to shadow the Cubans for the 
purpose of breaking up filibustering ex- 
peditions before the beginning of hos- 
tilities may exoii* surprise on the part of 
some readers, but all will undoubtedly 
agree with Robert A. in the statement 
that it would be "unpatriotic and traitor- 
ous to do such a thing at this time." 


Bow the Xlnfcertons Began. 


"The Pinkerton agency, "as the most 


famous private detective organization in 
the world is known, ias so long been a 
fixture in American life that most people 
have quite forgotten its beginnings. 
Its history really runs back more than 


40 years ago, to the day when a tall, raw- 
boned Scot named Allan Pinkerton got a 
job on tho Chicago police force. This man 
had a positive gonius for detective work 
and in a surprisingly short time, every- 
thing considered, he managed to shed the 
uniform and get his name enrolled on 
the list of "plain clothes men." 
Later, 


while the civil war was in progress, he en- 
tered the secret service of the government 
and in time rose to ba its chief. In that 
capacity be enjoyed the utmost confidence 
of Lincoln, Grant and nearly every other 
general in the FeJ*ral army. On one oc- 
casion, we are told, he saved the presi- 
dent's lite. 
After Appomattoz, made 


prominent by the fame won through his 
divers aohlevemeite, he went back to Chi- 
cago, where he opened a musty smelling 
office on Lasall« street, with his two 
sons, \Vllliam and Robert, for the transac- 
tion of general detective business. 


At first they confined their attention 


mainly to thaprotootion of banks, other 
financial institutions and commercial and 
manufacturing establishments. As they 
extended their operations, they were called 
upon first to inform employers of the do 
ings of strikers when strikes were on and 
later to help quell the riots that have un- 
fortunately so often accompanied strikes. 
It is hardly necessary to allude to the 
Pinkerton work at Homestead, Pa., at 
Braidwood, Ills., in Pennsylvania among 
the Molly Magulres, etc., to recall the gen 
eral nature of Finkerton work and the 
open animosity felt toward $je agency in 
many quarters or the confidence and ad- 
miration bestow*! thereupon in certain 
other quarters. 


At the present time the Pinkerton men 


number 2,000 or mere permanently. There 
are two offices— one in Chicago, managed 
by 'William, and the other here, managed 
by Bobert. On occasion the Pinkerton 
forces can be quickly and notably in- 
creased, and while laws have been passed 
forbidding their employment in some 
states their "deputies" are generally much 
in evidence whenever there is a "labor" 
upheaval anywhere. 


The Firat Pinkerton. 


It is understood that Allan Pinkerton 


was forced to coma to this country in the 
first place becausa of his participation in 
Chartist riots in Scotland. The Chartists, 
by the way, were organized workmen who 
demanded universe! suffrage and the gen- 
eral recognition of the poor man's rights 
in Great Britain, so that the use to which 
Finkerton men are nowadays sometimes 
put seems somewhat incongruous. 


Allan Pinkerton began his life in Amer- 


ica as a cooper, and it was while setting 
up, hooping and leading barrels in a small 
Illinois town that he got his first reputa- 
tion as a detective. A gang of counter- 
feiters had lonfc- defied the most painstak- 
ing efforts of the state's legal forces to lo- 
cate or capture tiara, but Pinkerton, who 
took up the case without authority anc 
purely as a speculation, succeeded so 
quickly and with nuch cleverness in his 
self appointed task as to win general 
praise. This was in 1851, and early in the 
following year le established the firsl 
Pinkerton detective agency with a lawyer 
named Edward L>. Bucker for partner. 
Plnkerton's servies on the Chicago force 
came later. 


The death of Allan Pinkerton occurred 


in 1884, only threa children of eight sur- 
viving him, the two mentioned above a 
present heads of tiag bureau and another. 
His granddaughter, Miss Margaret Pink- 
erton, daughter of William A... was mar- 
ried to a Pullman in 1891. 


Tbe 
Finkertocs, 


Naturally the Pinkertons now in com 


mand have many- enemies, both among 
criminals and the ionic and file of organ 
izod labor, and aid wall aware of that fact. 
A man who knows William and Bobert 
Pinkerton very wslltold ma the other day 
that the; wore in almost constant fear o; 
some untoward circumstance and thai 
there had long beBi presentiments in hot! 
tho New York and Chicago offices that 
damage would eozne time be done to the 
brothers by moans of tombs. 


For this reason who so pays a visit to 


either Bobert or William Is scrutinized bo 
fore being admitted to tho presence, nol 
always by men who may be *en, but nl 
ways keenly. And if the visitor chances 
to have a bag or a package of any size in 
his possession on entering the office he ts 
politely but firmly requested to deposit i 
in some safe place until after the inter 
view with tbe Tinkerton in charge has 
been concluded. 


Moreover," from the' beginning 'to the 


end of the talk an apparently unoccupied 
amployeo of the ofBce Is in attendance 
near enough to the stranger to grab him 
on tho slightest Indication of intentions 
with regard to tta use of concealed weap 
ons. 
The Pinkertons are suspected by no 


one of cowardice, I believe, but they evi 
duDtl; think an ouuueol prevention much 
more effectual than several pounds of 
cure. 


There was little* in the looks or bearing 


of the original Finkerton, nor is there 
much In the appearance of tbe inoumbeu 
heads of tho bureau, to indicate the pro 
fessional detective.

Covert 
suiting with a plaid undersurfaoe is 
another material well liked for travel- 
ing garments, aud it is not BO heavy as 
the lined ones or so warm. Cravanette 
is also good for ocean travel, as it is 
waterproof, while handsome as serge.

Literary jealousies are (heaven knows) 


distressing euougk iu themselves; they 
are most distressing, not iu themselves, 
but aa symptomatic. And •whenever a 
young author begins to bore yon with 
peevish disparagement of his fellows 
you may pity him even more than you 
pity yourself, for he is unconsciously 
parading the first and all bat infallible, 
indication of intellectual barrenness. 
That querulous note foredooms him. It 
Is the buzz of the predestinate drone. 
Conversely, it is the first sign of useful- 
ness that it recognizes and is attracted 
by usefulness. Except by this simple 
truth you will find it hard to explain, 
for instance, Tnrgeaef's 
enthusiasm 


for Dickens. Wbat attraction, you will 
ask yourself, con Id the creator of such 
characters as Neshdanoff and Bazarof 
find iu the creator of such characters as 
Mr. Pickwick and the Cheeryble broth- 
ers; the mild and melancholy Slav in 
the cheery, vigorous British optimist? 
JRondine and Mr. Micawber are, each 
in his way, studies of the sanguine, nn-' 
practical temperament which feels on 
its own illusions. But the mere colloca- 
tion of the trwo names raises a smile. 
The two stand aa wide apart as the 
poles, and can only, you would say, 
have come from imaginations as wide 
apart as the poles. Turgenef's whole 
theory of his art waa a point blank de- 
nial of Dickens' -whole theory. 
And 


yet Tnrgenef's admiration of Dickens 
was fervent and constant. "It does not 
matter," somewhere observes Mr. Bir- 
rell, "what the little poets do, but 
great ones should never pass one anoth- 
er without a royal salute."—A. T. 
Qailler-Couch in Pall Mall Gazette. 


Disappearing Gnus. 


The disappearing carriages are bnilt 


in accordance with any one of a number 
of mechanical principles, but, whatever 
system be employed, the practical oper- 
ation is the same. In front of the gun 
is an immense shield of sand and con- 
crete presenting DO projection or angles 
which would reveal its location. Behind 
this the gun lies hidden. It is loaded, 
given the proper elevation and direction, 
rises, dischargee its projectile and the 
recoil returns it to its hidden position. 


To test the value of such mountings, 


the English conducted experiments at 
Portland in 1885. A pit was dug in the 
natural slope of a hill, and in this pit 
a wooden model of a large gnu was 
mounted upon a disappearing carriage. 
It was arranged to. appear for half a 
minute at intervals of three minutes, 
emit a puff of smoke and disappear. 
The Hercules at 800 yards fired in ten 
minutes 6,910 rounds from the machine 
guns and 29 rounds from its six pound- 
ers. The gun stuck at the seventh min- 
ute and could not be hauled down. In 
spite of thia it was struck only 16 times 
and bad it been steel the effect would 
have been simply to scratch the paint. 
Besides this, twenty-eight 10-inch sheila 
•were fired at it from a distance of 2,500 
yards, and no hits were made, the shell 
striking from 300 yards short to SOO 
yards over and from 130 yards left to 
180 yards right. This was under cir- 
cumstances unfavorable to the gun, 
since it did not return the fire. A fixed 
gun subjected to a similar test was 
struck over SOO times.—Collier's Week- 
ly.

Walter Wellnutn Tells Why He Braves 


the Dangers of the Arctic—He Is to 
Have a Royal Rival In tbe Frozen 
Becioni—Flan ot Campaign. 


WABHIKOTON, 
May 10.— [Special. ]— 


About six weeks honoo another expedition 
in search of the north pole will sot out 
from tho borders of civilization. Not all 
of the maritime and adventurous energies 
of man «ro devoted to tho making of war 
and money. Science and exploration con- 
tinue to claim thoir share of -the world's 
attention. Long before this -n'pedition re- 
turns to the haunts of mon tho war with 
Spain will bo ovor, and if purohauoe this 
effort to reach tho pole results in success 
there can he no doubt that the achieve- 
ment will receive all proper recognition. 
At any rate, that is the calculation of tho 
organizer and leader of the expedition, 
•who happens to be tho writer of these dis- 
patches. 


Inasmuch as tbis dispatch is the last I 


shall write for your readers for a year and 
a half at least and is in a sense a fartnvoll 
to those who have been patient enough to 
follow tho letters with my name signed 
to them I have accepted the invitation of 
the editor to write a tow lines about my- 
self. 


Why do I want to try for the pole? Why 


leave home and family and a most de- 
lightful profession to bravo the dangers 
and endure the discomforts of the far 
north? These are questions ofton asked, 
and they are natural and pertinent que- 
ries. I will answer with frankness. 


First.—Upon tho theory that this earth 


was given him for his home, that it is his 
duty to know and master all of it, and 
that it is beneath his dignity to leave any 
considerable part of its surface unexplored, 
man set out a long time ago to reach the 
north pole, and nothing is more certain 
than that ho will persist in the effort till 
he shall have succeeded. 


Second.—About the quest for the pole, 


therefore, have grown up a history, a liter- 
ature, a sentiment, a friendly rivalry be- 
tween nations, and thus it is the world 
stands ready to give distinction and re- 
ward to him who achieves the feat, regard- 
less of its utilitarian-value, which may be 
trifling, or of its service to science, which 
may bo very great. 


Two American Explorers. 


Third.—It is my belief, based upon ex- 


perience in the arctioa and a close study of 
all the difficulties in tbe way and the 
means which maybe adopted for overoom- 


1 ing them, that I know how the pole may 
•be reached. So believing, it sSams tome to 
be my duty to make the effort even at con- 
siderable sacrifice. In this way it happens 
that this Is tbe thing I want to do, and to 
those of us who are led by our natures to 
try to bend the fates to our will, instead of 
drifting along in their current, doing what 
one wants to do is the best thing in life. 


j 
Whether or«not the pole is to be reached 


' during the closing years of the present 


century depends upon two men, both 
Americans. Lieutenant Peary is to try 
from the north of Greenland, I from Franz- 


, Josef Land. Be is a gallant, fearless, ex- 


perienced man, and tbe prize may fall to 
him. He certainly has ray good wishes 


i for his success. If I do not get the pole, 


there is satisfaction in the thought that 
another American may get it. 


An Italian to Yellow Wellman. 


Tbe Prince Lnigl, nephew of the king 


of Italy, has announced his intention of 
going to Franz-Joseph Land nest year in 
an effort to reach tbe pole. In other words, 
he is going to follow in my trail. Accord- 
ing to the alleged code of etbica, the Prince 
Luigi is uoiiig a very naughty thing in 
thus encroaching upon my ice preserves, 
and I suppose I should get excited about it 
and protest most vehemently. But I do 
neither. 
Somehow or other I am unable 


to raise any serious objections to tbe ap- 
prearance of a royal rival in the frozen 
field. 
Good taste might impel tho princa 


to wait and leurn whether I succeed or 
fail before setting out in my tracks, but I 
certainly shall not put np any sign, "No 
Trespassing Allowed," or "Keep Off the 
Grass." The prince is welcome to all he 
gets out of it, and I shall be glad to have 
bira bring me the news of the peace with 
Spain and the freedom of Cuba. 


Whether or not; my effort is to be a suc- 


cess or a failure only time will tell. At 
this time almost every one else in the 
world than myself believes it will be a 
failure. 
If I did not have faith, of course 


I would not start. In tbis sort of work a 
man is compelled to plan as carefully as 
possible, provide against all difficulties ex- 
perience points out, receive every advan- 
tage of equipment an(] organization an 
alert mind can suggest, go into the field 
determined to do the very bast ho can, 
without recklessness or foolhardy hazard 
of other man's lives and abide by the con- 
sequences, whatever they may be.

S. W. Barker Assigns, the 


Failyre Being Caused 


By the War. 


LINWOOD MILLS ARE CLOSED, 


Firm of Strong, Hewat & Co. Had 


Bought the Mills, Says Mr. 


Hewat, and Are Not 


Affected by the 


Situation. 


Stephen W. Barzer, owner of the Lin- 


wood mills and several other woolen mill* 
In Bohagh^oke and other places, made 
an assignment Monday for the benefit of 
his creditors. The Linwooci mills here 
were closed Monday evening, and about 
135 employes were thrown out. 


The total liabilities are f 135,000 and the 


asaeta are at preient a matter of con- 
jecture. Mr. Barker'* failure was due 
directly to the war which reduced the de- 
mand for woolen textures and made 
creditors clamorous. 


The news came as a surprise to local 


pepple. Mr. Barker was reputed to be 
one of the richest men In Troy, and was 
the largest dealer in wood in New York 
state. All the mills jrhlch he controlled 
are shut down, and many banking firms 
in Troy are badly caught. 


The announcement was m«de a short 


time ago that the Linwood mills bad 
been sold to the firm of Strong, Hewat 
A Co., who were to take charge July 1. 
B. A. Hewat of tne nrm was in this 
city today, and when seen this morning 
said that the Liu wood mills were affect* J 
only to the extent of a small share in the 
stock which Mr. Barker still retained. 
He said the new firm would not be handi- 
capped to any great extent by this 
failure. 


Mr. Graham, manager of the mills for 


Mr. Barker said however this morning 
that the deal bad never bo«n formally 
completed, and that while there was no 
doubt about its having .gone through, the 
Linwood mills were still in Mr. Barker's 
possession and termed a part of the re- 
sources. 


He was not in a position to say what 


could be done, bnc 1» consulting with 
Troy parties this afternoon. He thought, 
however, t£tat the deal for the sale of the 
mills would be completed. The Ida wood 
mill* bad been taking orders all the time, 
and had not been affected by the war eo 
much as some. The mills were making 
money, put were limply involved in the 
crash.

The breakfast appetite varies strabge- 


ly.. Some persons are content with a 
cap of coffee and a pieoa of toast; oth- 
ers make it the most determined meal' 
of the day. Onoe it wa^ formidable in- 
deed. In Sir John Hawkins' "History 
of Music" is quoted a sixteenth century 
manuscript belonging to the house of 
Northumberland which gives the break- 
fast arrangements of the Percy family 
both for Lent and for flesh days, and, 
oh, how some of us have fallen away in 
trencher work! Here is the simple 
Northumbrian scheme: "Breakfast for 
my lord and lady during Lent: First, a 
loaf of bread in trenchers, twomancbets 
(a manchet was a small loaf of white 
bread), a quart of beer, a quart of wine, 
two pieces of salt fish, six baconn'd her- 
ring, four white herring or a dish of 
sprats. Breakfast for my Lord Percy 
and Master Thomas Percy: Item, half a 
loaf of household bread, a manchet, a 
bottle of beer, a dish of butter and a 
piece of salt fish, a dish of sprats or 
three white herring. Breakfast for the 
nursery for my Lady Margaret and Mas- 
ter Ingeram Percy: Item, a manchet, a 
quart of beer (this for the nursery), a 
dish of butter, a piece of salt fish, a 
dish of sprats or three white herring." 


At ordinary times my lord and lady 


fared thus: "First, a loaf of bread in 
trenchers, two manehets, a quart of 
beer, a quart of wine, half a chine of 
mutton, or else a chine of beef boiled." 
J^ord Percy and Master Thomas Percy 
disposed of "half a loaf of household 
bread, a manchet, one bottle of beer, a 
cheeking, or else three mutton bones 
boiled," while to the thirsty nursery 
went "a manchet, one quart of beer 
and three mutton bones boiled."—Corn- 
hill Magazine. 


Australian Warfare. 


Their military tactics were simple in 


the extreme, but they were all the case 
required. They relied primarily upon 
surprises, secondarily upon noises, with 
a vague and diminutive tertiary element 
of reliance upon weapons. 


Tbe first sallies failed in this encoun- 


ter, but even though weapons were free- 
ly used for a brief period there was no 
considerable waste of material in the 
line of ammunition during the course 
of the combat. I noticed that most of 
the spears, waddies, clubs, or whatever 
weapons were thrown were either actu- 
ally caught in the air or quickly gather- 
ed up and hurled back again. There waa 
very little waste of blood, too, I am 
sure, if, indeed, blood spilled upon a 
native battlefield can be accounted 
wasted. There was very little waste of 
anything bnt words, and they were not 
really wasted, on onr side at least, for 
they won tbe day. It was much less ex- 
pensive and much more sensible than, 
civilized war. There was all of the fun 
and excitement and noise in tbat battle 
tbat there is in a good game of football, 
without one-half the danger and serious 
results. There was as real relief to pent 
up patriotism and as good an airing of 
strained diplomatic relations, as well 
patronized an opportunity for calling 
hard names and saying bad things of 
each other, as complete exultation in 
victory, and as thorough, submissive 
chagrin in defeat as great guns and 
modern munitions ever secured for two 
nations, and, withal, it was as harm- 
less as a French duel.—'Lippinoott's.

Most Beautiful English Woman, 


Dorothy Dene is said to be the most 


beautiful woman m England. The late 
Sir Frederic Leighton selected her as 
the one woman in all Europe whose 
face and figure most closely tallied 
with his ideal.

When 
Sir Frederic, who was president of the 
Royal academy and ranked first among 
English colorists, conceived the idea of 
his famous painting, "Cymon and Iphi- 
genia," every quarter of the continent 
was scoured for a suitable model to pose 
for the reclining figure so well known 
to lovers of art.

To Convert Jewels 


Into Warships. 


It is said that the women of the lead- 


ing families of Spain have sent thou- 
sands of dollars' worth of precious 
stones to London to be sold to raise 
funds for war. This suggests what an 
enormous sum might be placed at the 
disposal of this government should the 
women of America offer their jewels in 
the world's markets. Where diamonds 
and rubies and other gems are seen by 
hundreds in Madrid they are to be 
counted by thousands in New York. 
There is a million dollars' worth of 
jewels on view on nearly every "box 
holders' night" during the Metropolitan 
Opera House season, and the precious 
stones that flash there are but a small 
part of the gems that America's mil- 
lion-heiresses could proffer for the needs 
of their country to meet the emergen- 
cies of war. 
' 


With the enormous surplus 1n the 


treasury and the vast resources of this 
country to draw upon Uncle Sam stands 
in no immediate need of funds to prose- 
cute farreaching war, but if the time 
should come when necessity demanded 
an appeal to his countrymen the wo- 
men of New York alone could surprise 
the world with the magnitude of their 
aid, and this would not necessarily 
mean the offering of the fortunes—just 
the sale of their superb jewels. 


A battleship might be built with ths 


proceeds of the sale and leave a snug 
sum for a cruiser or two or more tor- 
pedo boats. Several cavalry or infantry 
regiments might be equipped or even 
formidable batteries of flying artillery 
added to the army of the United States. 


Released from their settings, the jew- 


els would run in quarts, even in gal- 
lons, and form such a glittering pile as 
the merchants of the world had never 
before seen. Many of the largest and 
purest diamonds and rubies known to 
man are owned in the United States, 
and the pearls that adorn the throats 
of America's wealthy women are such 
as'would have made Cleopatra envious. 


In nearly every great war woman has 


flown to the succor of her native land 
and pledged her jewels or even sold 
them for the nation's weal. In New 
York are gathered many of the richest 
.women in the world, and if they alone 
sold their gems the sum realized would 
be astounding. 


If Mrs. William Astor should dispose 


of her jewels in aid of the nation, Un- 
cle Sam would be fully 4400,000 tha 
richer. 
A pearl girdle frequently worn by 


Mrs. Astor is valued at fully $100,000. 
This sum would equip 1,200 infantrymen 
for immediate service, besides furnish- 
ing them with rations for several weeks. 
The diamond collar which has been 
seen about Mrs. Astor's neck many 
times at the opera is valued at more 
than $120,000, and has as pendants sev- 
eral rare Indian diamonds. 
The two regal diamond sunbursts 


Mrs. Astor wears are worth at least 
$40,000, and her diamond, pearl and em- 
erald stars represent an expenditure of 
fully $35,000. 


The jewels owned by Mrs. John Jacob 


Astor are nearly as many and quite as 
fine as those of Mrs. •William Astor. 
Her diamond tiara is worth $50,000, and 
her crown of emeralds and diamond! 
flashes with the seeming consciousness 
that it is worth $30,000 if a penny. Tha 
emerald and diamond necklace about 
her throat on state occasions cost $25,- 
000 In addition to these she wears a 
diamond star, a $10,000 trinket, a heart 
of opals and diamonds representing 
$5,000 and a diamond crescent and a 
bowknot of rubies, diamonds and em- 
eralds, the twain valued at nearly $20,- 
000. A portion of the jewels of this 
young matron would furnish Uncle 
Sam with $140,000. 
Probably one of the most valuable col- 


lections of jewels belonging to any 
American woman is that of Mrs. Brad- 
ley Martin. She has $500,000 worth of 
precious stones. Her glittering diamond 
breastplate alone is worth $100,000, and 
her ruby set—tiara, necklace, bracelets 
and pins—is valued at $200,000. As to 
pearls, Mrs. Bradley Martin possesses 
many ropes of these white gems worth 
in the neighborhood of $140,000. Her pins 
and jeweled fans and hair ornaments 
would sell for more than $60,000. 
Another collection which closely ap- 


proaches in value that of Mrs. Bradley 
Martin belongs to Mrs. George Gould. 
One piece, a flashing ruby and diamond 
girdle, is valued at $60,000. Its com- 
panion, a necklace, cost $35,000. The 
constellation of ruby stars and cres- 
cents scintillating In her hair represent! 
$25,000. If Mrs. Gould should disposs of 
all her Jewels, set and unset, she could 
realize fully $*80,000. This would buy 
four torpedo boats for Uncle Sam. 


Mrs. Oliver H. P. Belmont has a for- 


tune in jewels, and it was by depleting 
her own caskets that she made her 
daughter, the Duchess of Marlborough. 
the most bejeweled woman in all Eng- 
land. The pearls that once decked th« 
person of Marie Antoinette are the prop- 
erty now of Mrs. Belmont. Her dia- 
monds are magnificent. They represent 
a kingly sum, fully $450,000. 
The diamond and emerald tiara of 


Mrs. William C. Whitney Is known 
throughout this country. 
With her 


necklace and the other ornaments she 
has worn so many times at the opera 
this represents the sum of $75,000. But 
prc am nthpr lewels In the Whitney 


caskets, all of which could not be pur- 
chased for less than $160,000. 


Among the other women of New York 


whose precious stones may be valued In 
the hundreds of thousands, enough to 
give Uncle Sam a mighty lift from 
any possible slough of despond, are Mrs. 
Henry Sloane. Mrs. Frederick Otbh»rd 
and Mrs. Harry Payne Whitn«y. Tbtlr 
diamond tiaras and necklaces and 
brooches and all the other ornaments Jn 
their strong boxes are wortb many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars.

The May inspection of the ice supply of 


the city has been made. 
A.t the request 


of the local board of health the state 
board conducted the examination of 
sources and the analysis. The report on 
the inspection of sources was received by 
the local board late Monday afternoon. 


The result is another wholesale con- 


demning of the ice supplied to the city, 
two or three exceptions only being made. 
As a whole, the report is more sweeping 
than last year's. 


While the report of the analysis was 


not included in the first report, which is 
on the results ef the inspections, it is 
thought to embody the opinions of the 
state examiners on both sources and 
supply. The result of the analysis by 
themselves is expected in a short time. 


The report in full is given below. It will 


be seen that the new reservoir is the only 
one which is considered entirely sat6 
from pollntiom. This is a new source. 
Several other sources are considered eafe 
if further precautions are taken. 


The local board will probably meet to 


consider the question of \vhat action shall 
be taken on the report Thursday night. 
It presents a difficult problem, as the ice 
from the few sources which might be 
used with certain precautions is entirely 
inadequate for the needs of the city. 


The dealers will be unable to secure iee 


from outside, as the crop was small in all 
the cities of theVegion except in th-s city. 
Here the supply is large. 
la order to supply the demand of the 


city, it seems probable that the board will 
have to allow the sale of ioe under the 
best restrictions possible, and impress on 
housekeepers the necessity of using it 
simply in refrigerators. It will probably 
arouse a good deal of discussion before the 
matter is settled. 


The full report of the state board, 


signed by Secretary Abbott of the board, 
follows:

STATE HOUSE. 


BOSTOK, May 5,1898. 


To the Board of Health of the City of 


North Adams: F. S. Stafford, M. D. Chair- 
man: Gentlemen:—The State Board of 
Health received from yon on April 11, 
1898, an application for advice with refer- 
ence to the sources of ice supply in the 
vicinity of the city of North Adams, from 
which ice is harvested for domestic purpos- 
es.and has caused an examination of those' 
sources to be be made by one of its engi- 
neers and samples of the water and ice to 
be analyzed. - The sources examined were 
as follows: Orr's pond, or the lower pond 
in Flagg's meadow, Xylonite pond, reser- 
voir pond, Blaokinton pond, Hudson 
brookpond.Stamford reservoir andKemp's 
pond. 
Orr's pond is so situated with reference to 


the south branch of the Hoosac river that 
at times the river water flows into the pond 
even when the river is not at an extraor- 
dinary high level. This stream receives 
domestic and 
manufacturing sewage 


from the town of Adams, situated on tue 
stream above the pond. There are, more- 
over, several houses and stables on the 
watershed of the pond, drainage from 
which enters one of the feeders of the 
pond. Under the present circumstances, 
this pond must be considered a dangerous 
source from which to take ice for house- 
hold use where it is to come in contact 
with food or drinking water. 


Zylonite pond is situated in the north- 


erly portion of the town of Adams, near 
the works of tha Zylonite Manufacturing 
company, and ice from it is said to be sold 
in Adams and in North Adams. The pond 
receives its water chiefly from a small 
drainage area upon which are located 
several dwelling-houses, three of whioh 
are quite close to the principal feeder of 
the pond which is polluted by drainage 
from these sources. In its present state 
the source is not a suitable one from 
which to take ice for domestic use, but if 
the pollution of the water of this pond 
from bouses on the watershed is pre- 
vented the ice from this source could be 
used with safety. 


The water of Reservoir pond does not 


appear to be exposed to pollution by 
sewage and there is no reason to think 
that ice cut from this source will be in- 
jurious to health. 


Blackinton pond is situated in Williams- 


town just below the village of Blackinton 
and is practically an arm of the Hoosac 
river, with which it i* connected by a 
culvert beneath the Pitchbnrg railroad, 
although the pond has a very small 
watershed of its own. The water from 
the river flows through this culvert into 
the pond when the river rises and in the 
apposite direction when the river falls. 
The Hoosac river above this pond receives 
all domestic and manufacturing sewage 
from Adams and North Adams, and from 
the .factories along its banks, and in its 
present state it is a highly polluted 
stream. Moreover, the small watershed 
of the pond also contains several houses. 
Blackinton pond is, in the opinion of the 
board, a very dangerous source from 
which to take ioe for domestic use. 


Kemp's pond is a very small artificial 


pond, situated in the easterly portion of 
North Adams and the quantity of ice cut 
from it is said to be very small. The pond 
is exposed to pollution by one dwell- 
ing-house situated about sixty feet from 
the shore of the pond and if the use of 
this pond as a source of ice supply for 
domestic purposes is to be continued the 
drainage from this house should be pre- 
vented from entering the pond. 


Hudson Brook pond is a very final] 


artificial reservoir formed br • dam 
across Hudson Brook, on* of the principal 
tributaries of the North branon of the 
Hooeac river. There are no immediate 
sources of pollution In the vicinity of the 
pond, bat there are a few houses situated 
near the banks of the brookr, and in con- 
nection with some of these houses there 
are stables situated very close to the 
brook. The pond would appear, how- 
ever, to be a suitable source of ice snpply 
if care is taken to prevent its pollution 
from the few buildings situated in the 
immediate vicinity of the stream or its 
tributaries above the pond. 


Stamford reservoir is located at the 


headwaters of > > north branch of the 
Hoosac river in u.o town of Clarksburg, 
and is the most important source of ice 
supply of North Adams.

Second Regiment Getting 


Ready to March From 


Camp Dewey. 


COMPANY M BOYS ALL READY 


To Go to 
the Front a* 
Soon 


as Possible. A Cold Sun- 


day and a Patriotic 


Sermon. 


(Special Correspondence to The Transcript.) 


Camp at South Framingham. 


Monday afternoon, May 9. 


All the talk now is of .the movement to 


the front, probably Chickamauga. The 
orders have oome more quickly than was 
expected, and many of the boys in Com- 
pany M are mourning that promised 
visits from friends in Adams and North 
Adams cannot be made. In spite of the 
bold front some of the men put on that 
last mornm; at home, there were few 
who really expected to ba sent so sooit to 
the front without another glimpse of 
home faces. 


Sunday afternoon the company enter- 


tained P. J. Barrett, John Thompson, 
John Gavin and Mr. Murphy of Adams, 
in the company's best style, and more 
visitors are hoped tor before the regiment 
is called on to start. From present indi- 
cations it seems likely that we shall not 
get away before the latter part of the 
week. Although no one knows what this 
move to Chiokamauga may mean for the 
troops, mearly everyone is rejoicing that 
we are not to be kept here much longer. 
Prom all that is heird in camp, it seema 
likely that we shall have a chance at rea 
war before long. 


The new recruits from Adams reached 


camp today and were given a royal wel- 
come by the boys. They brought greet- 
ings from home for nearly all the men 
here before them, and we-e as enthu- 
siasitic as any at the prospect of march- 
ing orders without much delay. As they 
had been through slight examinations 
before leaving, it is probable that none 
will be rerurned. 


Company M has not been mustered in 


yet, but expects to be tomorrow. 'JJben 
we shall be full fledged United States 
soldiers and begin to draw our $15 or so a 
month, war pay for privates, with the 
feeling that we are serving the nation for 
leva of her rather than for what there is 
in it. 


The routine of camp has been greatly 


broken into by the preparations for de- 
parture, and regular drills have been fre- 
quently omitted. Sunday was a dismal 
day enough. When reveille sounded at 6 
o'clock in the morning and heads were 
first stuck out from the flaps of the com- 
pany tents,the wind was blowing a perfee: 
gale. The weather was so cold that the 
usual setting-up drill was cut a little 
short. After breakfast about. 20 of the 
men answered surgeon's call, Saflering 
from colds, sore throats, and general 
stiffness resulting from the weather. 


At 10.30 a special Sunday service was 


held in the Second regiment mess hall 
and about 1000 men were present. The 
regiment's chaplain, J. C. Wei wood of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., addressed the men and 
his text was well chosen and very ap- 
propriate, being taken from Romans 14:19. 
His subject was "The Justification of 
War." In closing he said, "In the name 
of civilization, righteousness, family and 
in the name of God, let us drive the 
Spaniards 
from Cuba and from every 


place where they tyranize and murder 
and pillage the rights of men and sanctity 
of women; drive them out though we 
have to shed our blood and give our lives 
for humanity's sake and we shall be fol- 
lowing the example of the divine song of 
God, 
who shed hia blood and gave his 


lite that we might have p'eace." 


Dress parade was held Sunday at 5 


o'clock; and all the companies made an 
excellent showing. 
After supper large 


fires were built on the parade grounds 
and the evening was spent in "warming 
up" around the fires and tightening the 
tents up for the night. The boys are all 
very happy but more than one has wished 
that he hud a warm room in piece of a 
shaky tent in which to spend the night. 


Rejected Men Are militiamen 


"It is interesting to note," states the 


adjutant general, "that every officer and 
member of the militia who could not 
volunteer or was rejected is still a member 
of the militia, and as soon as the regi- 
ments are volunteered into service to 
which they belong, they will continue as 
militiamen, and their companies may be 
recruited and continue as companies until 
the return of the regiment from the 
United States service. 
The inspector 


general and 
his 
assistants 
met on 


Monday to determine a plan for filling up 
the militia to the number required by 
the governor in case he decides that such 
a plan be carried out. New companies 
cannot be raised, but the remnant of the 
old companies who have not gone into 
the service may be built upon as the law 
allows. At first the armories will be oc- 
cupied by our officers and men who do 
not enter the service, and as soon as it is 
known who is the senior officer In the 
regiment, he will take command and re- 
ceive instructions from the state head- 
quarters,"
